Parking Clause Enlivens

One sentence was deleted 
from a set of amendments 
to 
the 
1927 
Arlington 
Heights zoning law toward 
the end of a 3-hour hearing 
Monday night.

THE OFFENDING clause — 
other proposed changes brought 
little opposition — would have 
perm itted the use of residential 
property for parking purposes, 
provided the property was w ith­ 
in 300 feet of m ultiple dwelling 
or commercial areas. But per­ 
mission, for such use could only 
have been given by the village 
board, after a

conducted by the village zoning 
board. 
The parking clause was part 


of 5 pages worth of amend­ 
ments drawn up by the zon­ 
ing commission.

Spaniel held the first place posi­ 
tion and, as was pointed out by 
the speaker, some 3 or 4 years 
ago this dog dropped out of the 
first place spot and is now some­ 
w here around seventh or eighth 
in popularity. At the present tim e 
the Beagle hound enjoys the No. 
I spot followed by the Boxer. 
It wil be interesting to note 
w hether or not the Beagle gets 
the well known “ Kiss-of-Death’ 
for having attained the No.

position, it m ay or m ay not be 
the case, inasm uch as this par­ 
ticular breed has always b e e n 
registered in great num bers by 
the field trial people as well as 
confirm ation, with the result that 
it m ay stay at the top for a 
good m any years to come. 
As m entioned above the re a­ 
sons for a dog falling from the 
top spot are usually that the pub­ 
lic bt comes somew hat bored with 
one particular 
breed 
and 
also 
unreliable breeders take advan­ 
tage of breeding poor stock, re­ 
sulting eventually in poor accep­ 
tance by the public. These breed­ 
ers try to cash in on the top posi­ 
tion, with the result that

breeding is generally hurt. 
“ In­ 
breeding” very closely over 
a 
period of tim e develops, perhaps, 
poor tem peram ent and other re­ 
lated physical defects which gen­ 
erally sour the public after they 
have been brought into repeated 
contact with dogs having s u c h 
i characteristics. 
j 
The sum and substance of the 
whole thing seem s to he w hether 
or not the public will continue 
to recognize good breeding and 
to keep any breed of dog at the 
top which does not m aintain top 
’ quality. It is quite possible to 
have a dog which appears to be 
excellent 
in 
appearance, 
b u t 
when it comes to basic intelli­ 
gence it has little or no brains 
at all. This figuring alone, if in­ 
cluded in the overall acceptance, 
can just as easily knock a dog 
from the first place spot without 
any trouble w hatsoever. Indeed 
it has happened in m ore than one 
I case and m ay or m ay not hap­ 
pen again. It, therefore, behooves 
breeders of pure bred dogs to 
consider th at their breed should 
be kept at the highest possible 
standard, both physically 
a n d 
’ m entally, rejecting the tem pta­ 
tion to place a quick sale ahead 
of intelligence breeding practices.

Just Around The Corner From Patty M 
Art Puzzles But Pleases 


Dear Peg: 
I think there is no greater atmosphere of 
profound peace and serenity than that which 
surrounds and invades you as soon as you* step 
through the doors of o«r Chicago Art Institute. 
As though in a great cathedral, the jagged 
edges -the 
ja rrin g - the 
suffocation 
of 
daily 
life 
is 
left 
somewhere 
behind 
you 
in 
the 
screeching and shuffling 
the breathless bust­ 
ling of the city streets. And there is only quiet 
and contemplation. 
I hope you’ll have a chance to visit the 
62nd American exhibition now on display at 
the Institute. 
Although you may be pir/./.led 
by some of the work included among the 125 
invited paintings and pieces of sculpture, you 
can’t fail to be impressed by the vitality, the 
freshness and the originality of contemporary 
American artists. 
Frederick A. Sweet, C urator of American 
Painting and Sculpture, speaks of art in mid­ 
century 
American: 
“Abstract-expressionism 
continues 
to 
be 
the dominant style among 
younger 
to 
middle-aged 
painters 
and 
their 
point of departure from nature is apparent in 
varying degrees . . . A rt in this country is 
ever in a fluid state and no prophecy could be 
made as to what the next step will be. Sim­ 
ilar forms of expressionism exist throughout 
the free world; in a sense then today’s art 
may be considered to be international. Amer­ 
ica is making a contribution as vital as any, 
and at least among the younger artists, is 
probably in the lead. 
The 2 winners of the largest Logan cash 
prizes and medals were not my favorites iii 
tile show. 
One was a tremendous canvas titled, “it 


1958” by dames Brooks. 
The picture, whirl­ 
pools of rose red* within swirling masses ut 
blue-blacks, was as puzzling as the title. 
The other top winner was a welded piece of 
bronze on steel sculpture called. “The Cloak” 
by Seymour Upton, 
Since I’d read the sculp­ 
tor found much of his inspiration in biological 
science, I imagined that his work represented 
some form of life. 
Protective in essence, the 
gently rounded, thin pieces of metal worked 
inward, each shielding the other, to a pouch 
or pod-like container. 
I was most impressed by a massive can­ 
vas covering one wall entitled “The Studio” 
bv Larry Rivers. 
In pale, sketchy shadings 
and coloring the artist depicted models and 
objects to be found in an artist's studio. 
I 
also was fond of “Third Avenue” by Donald 
Stoltcnberg—a study of a street lined with 
the color and glitter of lights and shaded by 
overhead structure. 
And I liked William Thon's “Incoming Mist,” 
which 
represented 
the

But my favorite was a piece of sculp­ 
ture called “Visitation” by Marianna Pineda. 
It 
represented

The smoothness, the grace and the sim­ 
plicity of line lent a tender beauty to the 
slight swelling of the figures.

Adolescence is the time when young people are 
seeking an appropriate social role. 
They are a t­ 
tem pting 
to experience satisfying social 
relation­ 
ships which are in harm ony with their new concept 
of self. 


For the teenager, personal adjustm ent is closely 
related to social success, and to the ability to play 
the social role in which the young person w ould like 
to see himself. 


One specific task for the adolescent is to he 
able to relate to the opposite sex. 
This comes as 
a 
traumatic experience in 
itself without other 
members of 
the 
family increasing 
tension 
and 
anxiety by kidding the youth about these activi­ 
ties. 


Girls are usually m ore advanced at this point, 
but some boys arrive before the girls. 
If, as par­ 
ents, you are concerned because your youth is not 
dating while a junior or senior in high school, just 
be patient. 
The day will come. 
However, try not 
to let the youth be aw are of your anxiety. This will 
only increase his feelings of insecurity. M any p ar­ 
ents have provided home opportunities for the youth 
to associate with m em bers of the opposite sex—su r­ 
prise 
birthday 
parties, 
holiday 
dinners, 
th eater 
nights, etc. 


Som etim es a teenager does not date because he 
feels he cannot do what is expected of him. 
If 
dancing is the favorite pastim e at school parties, 
some boys just sit home ra th e r than be em barrassed 
on the dance floor. 
M any of these reasons can be 
adequately handled if a little effort is employed. 
Experience gives security in social behavior. 


A m ore difficult aspect of this problem is the 
question of the m oral standards which determ ine the 
youth's social life. 


Most of us have witnessed great changes iii the 
world today as eompared with HI years ago. These 
changes have greatly influenced social and moral 


standards of adodescents. 


A m ajor world w ar has passed which affected ev­ 
ery fam ily’s security: peace has been the chief top­ 
ic of conversation but all our youth have seen are 
“police actions” and “cold w ar” schemes; much has 
been said of disarm am ent, but the selective service 
still sends its inevitable “greetings;” atom ic energy 
for peacetim e use has been the dream , yet our youth 
continually face m ore powerful “trial bombs.” Gone 
are the days when our families can figure their earn­ 
ings as th 
r own. 
More families find it necessary 
to 
have 
breadw inners. 
O ur suburban 
civilization 
takes m ore time from our family. 


And not only has family organization changed, 
but the whole community faces similar problems 
in the same insecure world. 
Schools cry for ade­ 
quate teaching staffs, churches cannot build fast 
enough to accomodate the population growth, and 
everywhere people are searching for community. 
This is the background out of which our adoles­ 
cents appear on the threshold of adulthood. 
The 
problem is to reshuffle and get a “fair deal.” 


U nfortunately, instead of dealing the cards, m any 
teenagers are dealt. 
M any of them are only too 
glad to have their place and standards assigned to 
them by their peers who are equally insecure and 
floundering. 
Furtherm ore, m any families are either 
unaw are of w hat is happening or feel helpless to 
prevent the trend. 


W hy doesn't the school provide adequate coun­ 
seling? 
How' can the school, when TO freshm en 
boys are assigned to one teacher as adviser? 
And 
this teacher has a full teaching load and is expect­ 


ed to coach on the side. 


Why doesn’t the church provide adequate guid­ 


ance? 
How can the church give adequate personal 


counseling with one tull-time and one part-time 


staff member for over a thousand constituents? 


W hat about the com m unity? 
How can we expect 


m iracles from a com m unity seething with new peo­ 


ple who are searching to “belong” themselves. Yet, 


we are on the verge of a com m unity service which 
could fill a great need. The proposed Fam ily Ser­ 
vice Agency could be part of the com m unity's answ er 
to this problem. 
Sim ilar agencies have steered ad­ 
olescents through the storm to a safe port where 
they have been able to take their places in adult 
society as m ature persons capable of contributing to 
the community. 


Basically, attitudes arid moral standards have 
to be learned in the home. 
This does not mean 
a simple transference from parent to child. Rather 
it implies that the youth unconsciously imitates his 
parents. 


One of the jobs of being a parent is to transm it 
and interpret our culture, to guide and counsel with 
the widsom and experience of the past, to refuse to 
do this is an evasion of p art of our responsibility 
as a parent. 


Fam ilies need to have a clear understanding of 
social standards they expect each m em ber to live 
up to. 
There are so m any divergencies in standards 
today that a young person should never be left com­ 
pletely on his own to decide. 
In m any townships, 
groups of parents and young people have jointly 
form ulated such standards. 
It is easier for an in­ 
dividual fam ily to adopt a policy if it knows that 
other families are going to enforce the sam e hours, 
and regard the sam e roadhouses as “off lim its." 


Finally, let us say, that many adolescents find 
themselves in social problems partly because they 
do not know what to expect. 
Wise parents will 
prepare their teenagers for new experiences in 
advance. 


Today, every adolescent will be offered a cig­ 
arette, a drink, opportunities to experim ent in sex; 
every adolescent will at some tim e find himself at 
unchaperoned parties, will be a part of a group do­ 
ing thinks th at no individual in the group would 
dare to alone. 


How' they handle them selves in these situations 
depends a great deal on eith er the silence or the 
talk they have received from parents on the subject.

He has the power 
to veto all hills, and in Illi­ 
nois it is almost impossible 
to override a veto. 
The governor can pass any­ 
thing he w ants (within reason­ 
able lim its) in the Senate, and 
w ith pressure usually can get 
w hat he w ants in the House. 
In the House the GOP has only 
a slim m ajority, so that if a 
Stratton bill is to be defeated, 
ordinarily it happens in 
t h e 
House. 
But Governor Stratton 
c a n 


pass 
virtually 
anything 
he 
w ants if he had the help of one 
other man. 


THAT “OTHER m an” is the 
second 
most 
powerful 
m an in 
Springfield, a fellow who is sel­ 
dom

R ichard Daley of Chicago.

An exam ple of this w'as dur­ 
ing the last session when the 
sam e day an increase in the 
sales tax was passed, a bill 
was passed reducing by one- 


third the tax on Cahokia Dow ns 
and Fairm ount, the 2 big down­ 
state race tracks. Leaders of 
both parties (to the credit of 
neither party) pushed for 
its 
passage. It was a gift of hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars 
to a few holders of race track
